Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


If there was any change in canned goods during the 
past week it must have been a descent to deeper quietude than 
prevailed during previous weeks, accounted for possibly by the 
holiday which intervened. In the present state of the canned 
goods market it needs no persuasion to make packers and brok- 
ers take advantage of a few days holiday, and the result is that 
many of them took a ‘ week’s end,’’ commencing on Thursday 
with Thanksgiving. 

Conditions were particularly fit for such an occurrence, for 
the entire confidence of all canners in what little stocks they 
still control is such that they are not worrying over tie lack of 
demand, and are perfectly willing to wait for the day that will 
bring better prices. So-strong is the feeling in this line that it 
is being commented on in business circles generally, and the 
‘‘luck’’ of the situation in the face of the financial difficulties is 
being spoken of. In this respect the industry is fortunate, to 
gay the least; but personally we can see no reason why this 
fortune should not always be with the canners, if they take care 
of their business. The fortune is due to the increased demand 
for canned goods in every section of the country, and the fact 
that this fortune can be made an ever-present factor, can easily 
be proven by the consumers themselves—for once a consumer 
has been won over to canned goods, he will always be a consumer 
of them if the goods are right. The canners have this ‘‘fortune’’ 
right in their own hands, and the canners are learning rapidly 
the advantage of holding consumers by good goods. 

Bad goods will creep in, as the cockel in the wheat, but if 
this practice is confined to the few black sheep the industry will 
not greatly suffer, but the black sheep will. Jobbers are per- 
fectly right in turning down poorly packed canned goods, and 
they should do so in every such case. The jobbers should force 
the canners of such trash to keep the goods, and the more this 
is done the fewer of such goods will be put on the market. 


We have heard of a few lots of goods put on the market this 
year which should have properly been labelled ‘‘colored water,’ 
instead of tomatoes; for each can contained but a few pieces of 
tomatoes in a can of pulp and water. It is this sort of stuff— 
and only this—that will prevsnt the yearly recurrence of this 
‘‘go0d luck.’’ There is no line of business in the world that will 
be better rewarded for honesty than the canned goods industry; 
and the vast body of the canners are fully aware of this and 
working along that line, and the day is not far distant when the

packer of trash will be publicly wiped out of the business—and 
he should be. 

There was reported during this week an occurrence that it 
will do well to watch—we refer to the cut in the prices of all 
meats. Under normal conditions this would undoubtedly have 
a bad effect upon the prices of canned goods, and we could 
reasonably look for corresponding declines in prices. It may 
affect prices somewhat in this instance, but not to any extent. 
The argument will undoubtedly be used as a club to beat down 
prices, but this should be guarded against by the canners, and 
we trust they will not be misled into this trap. Everyone 
familiar with the canned goods situation agrees that there is a 
very probable market for every can of goods in existence today 
and at full prices; so that there is no necessity to resort to cut- 
ting methods to move the stock, at any rate from canners’ hands. 


The great bulk of all goods are now in jobbers’ hands, which 
will help the situation, and what few goods are now retained by 
the canners will be moved long before the new pack comes on. 
This is one of the dangers to be guarded against, that is all. 


Brokers report little or no business during the past week, 
orders coming only for such goods as are absolutely needed. 
Concessions on any lots of goods are practically imposible to 
obtain, and all holders are standing firm for full prices. Fruits 
of all kinds are in such a position that they rank almost as luxu- 
ries, and jobbers come into the market for them only when com- 
pelled. But prices show no evidence of weakening, with the 
possible exception of peaches, which are changed somewhat in 
their quotations by one broker. No. 3 yellow peaches are, in 
this instance, at $2.15, where they were $2.30, and No. 2 stand- 
ard white at $1.55, where they were $1.65; but, on the other 
hand, No. 3 extra yellow are quoted at $2.75, where they were 
$2.65. This same broker makes a few changes in the prices of 
tomatoes, quoting No. 2 second tomatoes at 5734c., where they 
were 60c., and gallons at $2.70, instead of $2.85, as heretofore. 


Oysters show a slight falling off in prices, No. 1, 4-0z. being 
quoted at 8734c. to goc. and 5-0z. at 923%4c. to g5c.; No. 2, 10-0z. 
at $1.80 to $1.85, and lightweight oysters No.1 at 52%4c. to 
55c. The heavy cove oyster canning season has not as yet 
opened up, but it is hoped that the pack of this season will be 
considerably better than last season’s and the demand should be 


much heavier. 

Peas show no changes whatever, but packers of this article 
are well pleased with the outlook, as in all sections of the coun- 
try there seems to be a growing consumption of this article, par- 
ticularly in the South. Parties thoroughly familiar with the 
pea situation report that sections of the South and Southwest 
are placing orders for ten cases of peas for future delivery, 
where they bought one case in past seasons, and as the public is 
rapidly learning to use this excellent article, the future looks 
very bright for it. 

Pumpkin and apples are likewise holding their own well 
and showing an increased demand over other years; but this 
story is true of all lines of canned goods and ceases to cause 
wonder. As some put it, ‘‘canned goods have struck their 
natural pace,’’ but it should not be expected that the rapid 
increase in the consumption will continue indefinitely—particu- 
larly under the unfortunate industrial conditions, or, rather 
monetary conditions. Still, if what has been gained can be 
maintained, there will be no cause for complaint. 

Canners’ metals, etc., show no changes whatever, and they 
may be found on their regular page. 


NEW YORK |] MARKET. 


NEw York, November 27—W 27—With a holiday breaking the 
week and creating more or less disturbance and with buyers 
chary about taking hold: freely, the market has been rather 
quiet all the week with the tendency downward rather than up- 
ward, if there were any changes noticeable. A good deal of 
irregularity is shown in both tomatoes and corn on the spot and 
sales have been restricted somewhat by the uncertainty which 
has prevailed in the market. Jobbers are attempting to sell 
lots which they may have in excess of their requirements and 
in numerous instances they are offering at lower prices than 
regular quotations. The financial situation has caused some 
difficulty, though possibly the worst is over so far as New York 
is concerned. The principal difficulty seems to be outside of 
New York now. The fortunate thing about the present finan- 
cial flurry is that packers and others who have considerable 
quantities of canned goods are in better circumstances for hold- 
ing them than usual. If they had not been the business would 
have been in serious condition indeed.

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Tomatoes.—Buyers of cheap tomatoes are discovering that 


there is a string tied to some of their purchases. They have paid 
8oc. for what was claimed to be full standard Maryland 3s, but 
when delivered the goods have been rejected in numerous 
instances because they were below standard. In some instances 
about one-third of what there was in the cans was tomatoes, 
and the other two-thirds was water. Some samples show merely 
a few pieces of tomatoes swimming in liquid. While this does 
not apply to all offerings at 8oc., it is common enough to create 
uncertainty in the minds of buyers and more or less difficulty in 
interesting them has resulted. Some interests seem to think 
that it has stopped offerings of cheap goods. Occasional offer- 
ings of full standard 3s are made at 8oc. to 85c. delivered. 
Full standard 3s are quoted f. 0. b. factory at 80c. to 82%c. 
regular terms. No important buying is noted in any quarter. 
Sales of 2s are reported in a small way at 6oc. to 62%%c. f. o. b. 
factory. For gallons $2.65 to $2.70 delivered is possible in some 
quarters. Packers are exerting no pressure to sell in any 
quarter, which is an excellent thing for the trade. Pressure to 
sell would indeed demoralize the market. s 

Corn.—The market is easy and dull, with ordinary State 
standard goods offered a little more freely around 75c. to 8oc. 
delivered. Southern stock is still easy and is obtainable at 8oc. 
delivered for ordinary, quality. Good standard Maine stock is 
not offered freely from first hands, but second hands are selling 
at Soc. delivered. Fancy grade is going in small lots at $1.00 
to $1.0234 New York. Shrewd buyers have been able to pick 
up some undoubted bargains during the past week or two and 
there have been some offers made, but not accepted, which 
would have been quite as good bargains. Buyers are extremely 
cautious and the stock offered must attract by both price and 
quality, otherwise it is not accepted. 

Peas.—The market has grown stronger during the past few 
days, and while it is not active, and sales are apparently limited 
to actual requirements, the market is in better condition than it 
was a week ago. Packers of peas are in position to hold what 
stock they have, it is said, and this has prevented demoralization 
by forcing offerings on the market at a low figure. 

_ Beans.—No important demand is noted, but there is some 


the general situation has occurred during the week. Holders 
are confident that they will do better in the future and are not 
urging their stock for sale at any price. 


Asparagus.—In the absence of important holdings and the 
practical impossibility of securing any considerable quantity, 
no matter what price may be offered, there is little of interest in 
the market. Prices are scarcely more than nominal under 
present circumstances. 


Pumpkin.—The market is a shade stronger under the 
increased demand of the past week. Sales have increased 
largely because of special demand at this season. The stock is 
ample to satisfy all needs. 


Fruits.—All offerings of peaches, pears and small fruits are 
firmly held, but there is no buying interest. Purchasers are 
afraid of the high prices and refuse to pay them unlss compelled 
to do so by the insistence of their own trade. 


Apples.—Gallons are easy and the tone is dull. Some 
State packers appear anxious to sell stock and are accepting 
$3.25 whenever offered. Maine gallons are steady at $3.00 and 
Southern gallons are held as last week, at $3.00. 


Pineapple.—The market is firm and sales are made at 
unchanged: figures. Holders are not overstocked, and the 
present conditions do not indicate important buying in the 
immediate future. 

Salmon.—The market is quiet, but firm, on red Alaska 
talls. Business can be done at $1.25 here. An advice from the 
Coast says that with a sale of 4,000 cases of red Alaska for 
export the last important lot has moved from first hands. 
Spot pinks and chums are steady. 

Sardines.—The market is firm and quiet, with sales 
restricted by the scarcity of goods. The packing season has 
closed, and a leading interest says that where packers usually 
have a surplus approximating 300,000 cases at this season, not 
more than 10,000 cases are held in reserve this year. The out- 
look favors high prices tater, though so far sardines are the only 


foodstuff which has not been advanced in price. The retail 
figure is still 5c. foracan. This means a liberal sale in the 
future. Hupson.

Tomatoes.—The buying of tomatoes this week showed some improve- 
ment. While there has not been any large amount of buying, yet there 
was a fair amount of business transacted. There seems to be a general 
opinion that the tomato market will ultimately recover. This opinion is 
based on the comparatively light stocks left in first hands, as well as the 
heavy movement from jobbers to retailers. 

Oysters.—Oyster packing is now going on here, though conditions are 
not satisfactory from packers’ standpoint, owing to high cost of packing. 

Pears.—We call your special attention to a lot of No. 3 standard pears 
in syrup. We can offer you these goods at $1.15 per dozen, regular. 
f.o. b, Baltimore. We are quoting water pears at $1.00 per dozen for No. 
3 seconds and $1,10 per dozen for standards, and have a number of good 
trades in better grades of standards and extra standards, of which we will 
be glad to send you samples. 

Spinach.—The fall packing of spinach is about over. A number of 
Baltimore packers have shut down permanently for the year. 

Peas.—Stocks of peas here are light. Weare buying some pretty fair 
No. 2 standard early June peas at $1.00 per dozen and have also made sev- 
eral sales of a good grade sifted early Junes at $1.25 per dozen. These 
sifted peas are really very desirable quality. We quote fancy soaked peas 
at 7oc. 

String Beans.—In spite of the dullness, prices are being well main- 
tained on string beans at 7oc., $1.00 and $3.25 per dozen for No. 2, No. 3 
and No. 1o standards. The small stock of string beans will probably move 
out long before the packing season, 

Lima Beans.—We are quoting a fair grade of standards at $1.00 per 
dozen and better grade at $1.10 to $1.15 per dozen. P

Dear Sirs.—Nothing of special interest transpired in the tomato 
market here during the past week and the quotations are practically 
unchanged. There is, of course, much talk about a reaction towards 
higher prices coming shortly, but with the unfavorable monetary condi- 
tions, which we reported in our letter last week still prevailing, it is not at 


all likely that there will be any change in the situation for the present, at 
least, although it would be welcomed by a large number of both the jobbers 
and packers. The steady buying which has continued indicates that the 
jobbers will want tomatoes after a while, and when the present financial 
flurry is over it will then be the time to look for a reaction in values. 

Other lines of vegetables were tairly active during the week, but to a 
more limited extent. Sweet potatoes and string beans show indications of 
advancing. Fruits of all kinds continue dull and there are no new devel- 
opments to mention. Peaches and and pineapples are firm because of the 
light stcoks. 

The demand for cove oysters would cause an active market for them if 
the packers could obtain the raw material at fair prices, but the demand 
from the shippers places them beyond the reach of the canners. There is 
a good demand for the new pack of cove oysters.

ABERDEEN, MD., November 25, 1907. 

As yet, we have been unable to hear of any complaint whatsoever of 
packers who have received the new ten-dollar gold piece, or, is it necessary 
to report any objection on their part to the motto conspicuous by its 
absence or for exceptions which have been taken to this much-to-be-desired 
medium of exchange. Cash, less 14% within Io days or 10 days, less 
cash and 1% 4%, is more a matter of moment at this time than whether the 
half-eagle wears bloomers or whether the Indian’s hat is on straight. 
Packers are not losing much sleep over the omission of the motto, so 
familiar, which is no longer needed, since trusts are today more common- 
place and much more in evidence than tormerly; the trust motto can 
possibly be dispensed with at the present moment. We have probably 
indulged in too much trust, and ‘Trust not the Trust’? might be more 
fitting, at least, for those who have ‘ busted’’ trusting trusts. ‘‘ Payable 
Through Clearing House Only’’ might be annexed instead of the motto 
heretofore so familiar. Pieces of paper thus stamped are much more appre- 
ciated than the pleasant smile, ‘‘Call again some other day; the cashier 
has gone to lunch at Delmonico’s.’’ It might be well to suggest as a 
clause suitable to be :mbodied in the 1908 tomato contract, especially of 
the 81c. kind, ‘‘ Payable Only Through the Catsup Factory.’’ This would 
mean a decreased acreage to produce a proportionately increased pack and 
a bumper crop would thereby be insured. ‘‘ Everything comes to him

who waits,’’ and under these conditions the bumper prophet could exhibit 
a bumper every year. 

Tomatoes.—As the financial skies are clearing, it looks like orders will 
soon once again spell tomatoes. The new issue of bonds will doubtless 
lend valuable assistance to the Commonwealth, and if one-tenth of this 
amount reaches the packer’s pocket, the stocks remaining unsold can be 
offered on terms 10 days cash, less 144%. From orders actua)ly confirmed, 
it looks like the revival is here, and while prices may not advance as 
quickly asthey declined, yet a steady upward shoot sometimes gains 
velocity as the distance covered increases, much like the starting train 
increasing in speed with every puff, and it is necessary for those not aboard 
at the start to hie themselves still more swiftly or they never get aboard. 

Whatever might have been the volume of business transacted during 
the past week for 3s standard tomatoes (no matter whose standard), it has 
been evidently on the basis of 80c.f.0.b. The buyers seem to want 
standards and Soc. standards; even a better standard would not bring more 
than 80c. With so few buyers in the field, it # easily understood just why 
such conditions might prevail, for buyers being few, it was possible to 
locate the best standards oun this basis, which, though lower than previous 
marks heretofore named for 1907 packing, is, in reality a full figure in 
comparison with declines notable, as far as other commodities» are con- 
cerned. Tomatoes having passed through one of the severest money 
panics ever known, or, known since the tomato was packed, the shrinkage 
of less than 10% is remarkable and can be looked upon as a favorable 
symptom, assuring the strong position of this commodity in holding its 
own so well when matters financial were so exceptionally stringent. Fur- 
thermore, itis particularly notable that whatever decline was brought 
about ’twas felt more by the jobber who had overbought, and seldom has 
any indication of pressure been noticed on the part of the packer, who by 


previous times, somewhat similar, has been the only one to indicate a weak 
position as regards his holdings. 

While intimations are received that 2s tomatoes are being purchased 
on the basis of 6oc. f. 0. b., contrary to 3s, there seems a variation in price, 
for 62%c. has been done for certain brands, although the volume of orders 
cannot be considered voluminous. Gallons, or Ios, on the basis of $2.65 
f. o. b. factory, are moving slowly, with now and then an order on this 
basis. 

Corn.—Packers are not pressing their holdings of corn. Buyers indi- 
cate interest in this commodity, but are inclined to withhold their orders a 
little longer and await further developments. The position of corn during 
the money crisis has been exceptionally firm, and whatever sales may have 


been confirmed during the past week do not indicate even as much of a 
decline as has been evidenced by tomatoes. Since the tomato and corn 
packers have practically paid off all their help and growers, financial con- 
ditions can be reported among them as easy. In all probability, by the end 
of another week the remaining unpaid and belated invoices will be in, and 
if the man at the other end does his part, there is a chance largely in favor 
of packers having dn exceptionally pleasant Thanksgiving. 

Apples And Pears.--Country packed apples in sanitary cans are being 
offered by some of the tomato packer; who were not fortunate enough to 
fill their supply of cans on hand this season, and some pears have also 
been packed by tomato packers for the same reason. These we are in 
position to offer and show samples at interesting prices, in proportion to 
regular known brands of reputation.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


With December npon us, it is the beginning of the season 
when canners must lay their plans for the coming year, and 
from the general appearance of things this is a big task this 
time. It is going to take a big pack next season to satisfy the 
market, and all the troubles that were encountered this past 
season in getting up the fair-sized pack last season will be 
increased this coming year, unless proper preparations are 
made. Of course, all matters pertaining to the year’s pack 
have to be considered together, as each one has a bearing upon 
the other, but it is just possible that a little study of improved 
methods, of the way the up-to-date canner does things in his 
factory, of time-saving machinery, etc., will greatly help matters 
and make the outlook brighter. 


We know of numerous canneries throughout the country, 
and which have been running for years, which are employing the 
same slow, old methods of years ago, but whose owners fondly 
imagine they are well up to the best productive factory in the 
business. In the extent of their production, considering the 
size of their plant, they may be; but if they will take the trouble 
to go into a modernly equipped plant and see how methodical 
everything is, they will be surprised to see how easily the goods 
are turned out and with what little inconvenience due to the 
hands and help. 


This question of help is the all-important one, every 
canner in the country, with hardly an exception, having had 
trouble this past season; and it is along this line that we wish to 
draw the attention of the canners. They cannot count upon 
better conditions in the help line next season than they had last 
season, and for this reason, if they expect to increase their out- 
put or to produce it at such a cost that some profit will be left 


to them, they will have to look about for means of producing 
the goods somewhat better than they had last year. 

We are aware that it is tiresome reading to the up-to-date 
man, but for the benefit of those who have not seen, we say that 
the modern cannery is as different from the old hand-style fact- 
ory as could well be imagined. And just how this old cannery 
can. successfully compete with the modern plant we do not see, 
for everything under the present conditions is in favor of the 
modern. It will most assuredly pay all those men who have 
not modern machinery and appliances to look the matter in the 


face now and not wait until they are driven to the wall, as they 
eventually must be. 


The question of help is too familiar to all canners for us to 
waste any space upon it; the whole question now is how to do 
without this help, or to do with as little of it as possible. And 
the only answer to this question is the modern machinery and 
appliances. There can be no comparison between the man and the 
machine, in the canning business at least; for the machinery is 


‘always there when the whistle blows, does not growl or grumble 


at working overtime in the rushes of the season, and will turn 
out its given quantity of work every hour without variation, and 
always in the same way. This has the double advantage of 
uniformity in the work and a knowledge of just how much work 
can be done in a given time—also an important item. But 
machinery is not the only item in such a consideration, in fact, 
it is only a part of the whole, for the main advantage lies in the 
system employing modern machinery with modern appliances 
and methods, combining to make a complete working outfit that 
knows no confusion or double action. 


Supply men who have given their life to a study of this 
question have been so far able to solve the problem that it is 
possible to produce a canning plant, with reference to the stable 
articles at least, that does with a minimum of help. This is not 
all mechanical, as we have said, but is more of what may be 
termed a system. Under the fierce competition of the day, it is 
inevitable that such a factory should win out. But there is 
more than mere convenience about it, for with such a system 
there is no horde of slovenly, dirty women and children about 
the place; no slop and filth about the floors and workrooms, all 
of which results in a quicker handling of the goods, and cer- 
tainly in a much more cleanly fashion. In many of the items it 
will result in an immense saving of the goods, for machinery 
does not have to eat, and it will not grow careless and waste the 
goods, and if the operator does, under the well-systematized 
plan, the faulty operator can easily be detected and the waste 
stopped. But the great claim above all is in the time system 
saves in getting the goods into the cans. If it had no other 


claim, this coming year will give it sufficient reason to be 
installed. 


To accomplish this end does not mean that the old factory 
must be entirely abandoned, at the expense of an entirely new 
outfit. It does mean that some of the old appliances—like the 
old dirty dipping box, for exhausting and filling at the same 
time—will have to be discarded, but such as go by the board 
were mainly entitled to burial years ago. No, it will rather 
mean the rearrangement of the factory together with the 
employment of some new machinery and appliances. 

Tables that drained upon the floor should be equipped with 
spouts to carry the liquids to the center drain and thus prevent 
the slop on the floor and the wet feet and dresses of the oper- 
ators. Where goods are filled by hand, run ways should 
be built overhead to carry the cans, instead of clumsy boxes 
strewn about the work rooms, and the cans piled upon the goods 
to be filled into them, with all the accompanying dirt. Buta 
little study in any factory will soon show the room for improve- 
ment, and every man can arrange his factory to suit the circum- 
stances. But this is the time to consider these improvements, 


and not wait until the last moment. 
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Our intention has not been to boost the machinery man in 
particular, but merely to point the advantage to the canner, for 
the canner’s own benefit, for we hope to see them all in such 
position next season that there will be no handicaps, no draw- 
backs, and the factories so conducted that the public will be 
welcomed, and gain an appetite for the goods being handled. 
If the benefit is mutual, so much the better for all. 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL, CORRESPONDENT TO ‘‘ THE TRADE.”’ 


CHICAGO, November 27, 1907. 

Excellent Business.—Chicago wholesalers have no reason to 
complain because of dull business in the canned goods line. Retailers are 
buying freely and interior or country jobbers are ordering more liberally 
than usual at this time of the year. Some of the weaker wholesalers are 
making special prices now and then in order to realize and meet payments, 
but only on small lot of goods, which are quickly absorbed. 

No Surplus Stecks.—There will be no surplus stock of canned 
goods after Chicago jobbers fill all their orders for future canned goods, 
and on the first day of January it will be found that stocks of canned goods 
in Chicago are very low indeed. 

Clearing-House Certificates Defined.—A Jewish grocer in 
Chicago went to his bank and presented his check for five hundred dollars. 
The teller told him that he could not give him the currrency, but would 
give him Clearing-House checks if he wanted them, and told him what they 
were. He declined to take them, however, until he could confer with his 
wife. Arriving at home, he said: ‘‘ Rachel, I couldn’t get de monish, but 
the bank vill gif me Clearing-House checks.’’ ‘‘ Vat are dose?’’ said 
Rachel. 

‘* Vell, dem bankers gets togeder all der bonds and stocks and mort- 
gages and collaterals and puts ’em in der Clearing-House and prices dem 
at aboud one-fourth de market. Den der Clearing House he puts out 
Clearing-House checks instead of monish and der bank keeps der monish 
locked up yet. De checks is better ash monish, as der collateral is behind 
der checks.’’ Rachel said: ‘‘Nein! Nein] Ve vil take no checks. 
Suppose my baby is hungry and cries for me; shall I guf her a milk dicket?

But few contracts have been made, we learn, and buyers are disposed 
to wait until after the first of the year. 


Apples Arriving.—The first shipments of New York packed gallon 
canned apples are now arriving. The Hamburg brand new pick was seen 
on a buyer’s cutting table today and their quality was superb. 

Rejections Infrequent.—In times when financial matters are 
out of balance buyers become critical and even exacting. When times are 
booming and prices firm or advancing, qualities are frequently accepted 
which would ordinarily not be passed. It is pleasant to learn from the 
brokers that the number of rejections in the past month have been unusu- 
ally small and that wholesalers have been liberal in the construction of con- 
tracts, both as to deliveries and qualities. This is probably not because of 
any great change in the hearts of buyers, but is attributable to the fact 
that nearly all buyers have strong confidence in the future of the market 
and are anxious to get their future orders filled before a reaction comes. 

Good Stuff.—The Cobb Preserving Co., of Rochester, N. Y., made 
a delivery this week of white cherries, green gage and egg plums and 
raspberries to a local wholesale house of tine quality and excellent value. 
The goods were much admired by those who saw them on exhibition. 

Crop Statistics.—‘‘ The Crop Reporter,”’ published by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture as the United States monthly, has appeared for Novem- 
ber and gives the apple crop in the United States for 1907 as 32.1% of a 
normal crop as compared with the yield of 1906—69.1%, and the yield of 
1905—41.3%, and as compared with the average yield for ten years 
past 32.5%.

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is 44.3% as compared with 74.3% for 1906 and 61.8% for 1905 and 66.8% 
average for ten years past. 

Deductions From Crop Report.—The Government crop report 
is as reliable as any human agency engaged in statistical crop report work. 
The figures given in the yield of apples and pears are borne out by the 
reports from packers everywhere and the deductions are easily drawn. 
Pears are already advanced heavily and are exceedingly firm and unyield- 
ing as to price. Apples, it will be seen from the report, have deteriorated 
since the October report and the smallest average crop has been produced 
for ten years, and it is said that the crop report will show that the apple 
yield is smaller than ever before statistically reported as to percentage of 
yield. 

The Packer's Thanksgiving.—The canned goods packers in 
the United States will give thanks tomorrow over their turkey for all the 
blessings which have come to them in 1907. It has been for them, in my 
opinion, a rather unsatisfactory year, and one of somewhat poor results 
and limited profits on the average. The prices obtained have been some- 
what higher than usual, but the crop conditions, the weather, labor condi- 
tions, and many other elements which enter into the making of a successful 
season, have been very unsatisfactory. The yield of many articles has 
been greatly reduced and the packers output correspondingly small. To 
pack canned goods profitably the work must be done in a large way so as 
to distribute the fixed expense over a large output, and this has not been a 
season of large operations or great output. There are some things, how- 
ever, which the packer of canned goods can be thankful for. Among them 
are the prices, which are fair, and which are being well sustained despite 
the ‘‘panic.’’ They should be thankful for the National Pure Food Law, 
which will tend to firmly imbue the people with renewed confidence in the 
merit and wholesomeness of all canned foods. They can be generally 
thankful, with all other people, for being permitted to live under the 
greatest and best government in the world and in the most glorious climate 
and country which the sun shines upon. They can be especially thankful 
that the splendidly useful industry of which they are a part is growing and 
progressing not alone in extent and volume and variety, but that the 
standards of honesty and merit are becomlng higher, and the men who 
are engaged in it broader and prouder of their art, more self-respecting 
and more respected; and that those who formerly debauched it and dis- 


graced it through fraudulent qualities and deceptive representations, are 
passing to the rear, where they will remain, while the careful, conscientious 
packer of honor and honesty takes the lead in pushing higher and higher 
the standing of the canned goods industry, firmly fixing it in the esteem of 
the world’s people. 

He can be thankful because the great industry of which he is a part 
is yet but in its infancy and that’the possibilities for it in the world are 
unsurpassed and almost impossible for him to appreciate; and to conclude, 
he can be thankful for his turkey and fixin’s. ‘“ WRANGLER,”’ 


jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


Philadelphia. 

The tomato market is unchanged and unimproved. Sales are still 
being made at 80c. county, but the demand is small. The trade now offers 
8oc. delivered, which means about 2%c. off. For this there are no takers 
as yet. There is no general pressure to sell, but so long as money remains 
tight the market will show no strength. Some few little lots of corn are 
selling at ruling prices. The general market is dull. Peas are quiet and 
unchanged. Stocks are very low. Peaches are extremely scarce. The 
market is still firm, high and dull. Apples are unchanged at $3.25 for 
New York State gallons in a large way. The demand is extremely light. 
The Baltimore line is unchanged, except as to oysters, which are lower. 
The opening prices were too high. There is very little business doing. 
California canned goods are very: slow, prices being unchanged, and no 
business doing from first hands at all.—Gvocery World. 

Boston. 

The canned goods situation has not changed materially during the 
past two weeks excepting possibly in corn. Some holders are disposed to 
sell. This has a tendency to check the rising tendency and to put the 
market upon a slightly easier basis. Still this attitude doesn’t apply to all 
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holders by any means. There are some who insist upon full prices or no 
sale. All holders of Maine corn, no matter what the grade, may be in- 
cluded in this class. _Maine corn is scarce, so scarce that there is some 
difficulty in obtaining all the fancy grade that is wanted. And holders of 
standard sorts do not offer freely. Corn is stronger statistically than it 
has been for three years. The 1907 pack is smaller than any since 1904 
and probably not much over 40% of the output of 1905. It is known to be 
several million cases below the average annual production, which is close 
to I1,000,000 cases. With a pack this year much below consumptive 
requirements, and with a carryover, which, added to the output, still leaves 
the total below requirements, the position of corn of all grades seems to be 
extremely strong. As for demand, even though it is less at present than it 
has been sometimes, there is no question about it being sufficient to con- 
sume everything before next season’s pack is ready for delivery. Holders 
have every reason to be firm in their views, and any reduction in quotations 
would seem to be due to ignorance regarding the true situation, or a failure 
to believe what has been said regarding it.—New England Grocer. 


Chicago. 

Canned goods values are maintained in spite of any talk of financial 
stringency. Tomato packers are generally very steady and are not pressing 
to sell the remaining portions of their packs. The same is true of canned 
corn, of which the supply is very small, and on this account canners are 
not inclined to make price concessions to buyers to induce business, 
Canned peas and string and lima beans are all firm in price. Stocks of 
each of these are very light. Canned fruits are firm, particularly Califor- 


nia packs. Stocks of California canned fruits are so very small, nearly as 
good as exhausted, it is believed, in first hands, that the feeling is firm 


naturally and prices are expected to improve after New Year’s, when there 
will be a demand for canned fruits and no supply with which to meet it. 
Domestic and imported sardines are scarce and very firm. Canned salmon 
is firm on account of the sold-out condition of the canners, The Baltimore 
cove oyster pack is reported light so far this season.—Gvocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 

Tomatoes have been coming in liberally to jobbers’ warehouses, but the 
late shipments do not appear to be entitled to any medals for quality. 
There are comparatively few rejections because of quality, but that appears 
to be more because of a demand than because buyers are splitting hairs on 


conditions. Some say that a good deal of what is coming in in the tomato 
line is far more water and pulp than soiid tomatoes. The ruling price for 
the few small orders for spot goods is not far from $1.05, though some 
jobbers say they are getting adime more. Most of the current receipts 
are going direct from the cars to buyers who purchased months ago. Corn 
is very firm, and if it was not for the fact that the jobbers are realizing on 
their future purchases, the price would show a smart advance. Very few 
retailers have more on the shelf than is needed for immediate consumption, 
and if the money market gets easier, it is a safe prediction that corn prices 
will show an advance. Peas are slow sellers just now, though nobody 
seems to be able to give any good reason. There was practically no carry- 
over, and the demand has been good, but there is not the strength appar- 
ent, even in these times, which would naturally be expected.—7he Jnter- 
state Grocer. 
Manitoba, Can. 

Prices are unchanged. The demand is far from active, owing to the 

high prices charged. 


Montreal, Can. 


No further information has been received from the canners regarding 
shortage. The market is slightly firmer in feeling. On the whole, the 
situation remains unchanged. 


Toronto, Can. 


There has been a rumor among the trade during the week of a move- 
ment which would affect canned goods’ prices, but this could not be defi- 
nitely confirmed. Under the prevailing conditious of short supply, it 
seems scarcely probable that any such movement is possible. As a matter 
of fact, those who know say that several firms are oversold in the lines of 
tomatoes and corn, in which there seems to have been the greatest shortage. 
The greater part of the canners’ stocks of vegetables appears to have been 
already sold, though various firms say they are holding on to small lots. 
Under these conditions deliveries are anything but brisk.—Canadian 
Grocer.

Sar- 
dines maintain a very firm tone, and the fact that the reports 0: the fish- 
ing continue of ai unsatisfactory character indicates that the present 
scarcity is likely to continue for some time to come. Business has been 
done in the Norwegian smoked variety of fine quality at 3s. advance on the 
contracts made in the earlier part of the season. The Amazon has arrived 
at Southampton with 1,315 cases. 
Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The good trade of the last few weeks continues, thus indi- 
cating a fair inquiry from the country, much above what is normal at this 
time of the year. Sardines in good demand. There area little more 
offering, but every parcel is snap,ed up quickly, as there is more trade 
passing. Fruits steady. Pineapples are a very strong market. Prices, 
both spot and to arrive, continue to advance. The new crop, according to 
reports, will be a small one, and only a few preservers will quote for lim- 
ited quantities, even at full rates. There has been a fair business done 
this week in both positions, and there are more buyers than sellers. 
Tomatoes.—These have jumped up quite 44%4d. per doz., and there are indi- 
cations of short pack and considerably higher prices.—Gvocers’ Gazette. 


Fruit For China. 


Good Opening for American Products—High Prices. 


Vice-Consul Ernest Vollmer, writing from Tsingtau, says 
that it would be hard to find an American export which has a 
beter chance of developing large sales in China than American 
fruit. He gives the following market particulars: 


Last year an American cargo of lumber came to Tsingtau from some 
Pacific Coast port. Some of the officers brought along a lot of California 
navel oranges, which were sold out quickly, and which met with such 
favor that the ship was overrun with people trying to buy more after the 
entire lot had been sold. Since then I understand no American oranges 
have been on the local market. Lemons sell here for 5c. gold each, which 
would seem to be a high enough price when compared with Pacific Coast 
values to warrant an ivestigation as to the possibilities of supplying the 
Chinese market. The American oranges are far supeaior to the small, 
seedy, tight-skinned Asiatic ones, and would surely be received with favor. 
If it were possible for large quantities of this fruit to be shipped to Aus- 
tralia when the line from San Francisco was running, there seems to be no 
obstacle to prevent their shipment to China. 

American apples, especially those of Oregon, are also favorably known 
here. Some dealers in Shanghai make a regular business of importing 
them, and a Tsingtau firm has a standing order with the Shanghai house. 


The apples are by far the best that come to this part of the country; they 
sell well and their keeping qualities leave nothing to be desired. Aside 
from oranges, lemons and apples, it is hardly probable that any other fruit 
could be sent across the Pacific and find a ready market, but if exporters 
would make connections with Shanghai jobbers or commission men, it is 
absolutely certain that a large and growing trade could be worked up. 


POPULARITY OF AMERICAN CANNED GOODS, 


All of the American tinned fruits are to be found here and command a 
ready sale. The two largest hotels in Tsingtau each have a course of Cali- 
fornia fruits every noon and evening, which is undoubtedly the most 
popular number on the bill of fare. Peaches, pears and fall apples grow 
well locally and are shipped extensively to other parts of China, but there 
are no canneries, and families do not seem to preserve fruit to the extent 
they doin America. The result is that a great deal of the American goods 
are used; everybody knows them, and they are universally admitted to be 
the best to be had. Prices are somewhat lower than those in America, 
where the cost of tinned fruit has gone up a great deal within the last two 
years, seemingly without a corresponding increase over here. 

Though such a satisfactory statement can be made regarding our 
tinned fruit, just the reverse has to be said of our jams, jellies and pre- 


serves. It may be that no attempt has been made to sell the goods in any 
quantity over here, the cost being perhaps too high, but they are certainly 
not on the market. Practically everybody eats something of this sort for 
breakfast, and great quantities of currant, blackberry, strawberry, orange 
marmalade and other preserves are thus consumed. One might suppose 
that with the size this industry has reached in the United States it would 
be reasonable to expect at least some American goods, but everything is 
English, with occasionally some German goods. If we could succeed in 
diverting this trade, we would gain a market with a great buying capacity 
and one which is certainly worth capturing. 
FAVORABLE MARKET FOR DRIED FRUIT. 

When it comes to dried fruits the American product again makes a 
better showing, but one which could easily be improved upon. Prunes, 
apricots, peaches, pears and other orchard fruits are found, but they do 
not hold the dominating position which their quality should insure them. 
Arizona dates are now well known in many countries and compare well 
with any others. California figs have no equal for quality and have an 
enormous sale, but those things cannot be purchased out here, despite the 
fact that people are just as fond of them as are other nations. Our raisins 
should also command a ready sale throughout the Orient. Glazed fruit 
coming here from Europe by steamer over the hot Southern route simply 
cannot arrive in as good condition as could American glazed fruit comiug 
through cooler waters. It must be remembered that people out here spend 
their money readily for all such delicacies, as they have little else to spend 
iton. There are no fine restaurants where they can go for a change, so 
that if they get to liking anything they will buy it to a greater extent than 
they would if living in any other country. If our packers will make a 
study of conditions in China and put up the articles mentioned so that they 
— keep in this climate, they can be almost absolutely certain of a good 

usiness,
